Subject : — Import of Float Glass against A. U. licences for Plate Glass (S. No. 

244/IV) for the year April 1963— March 1964. 

No. 84 -ITC(PN)/ 63 .—Attention of importers is invited to remark (I) against 
S. No. 244/IV—Siieet and plate glass in the Red Book for the year April 1963— 
March 1964. 

2. It has been represented that 'Float glass’ and ‘Plate glass’ are regarded 
as entirely Inter-changeable for use In the manufacture of mirrors. The matter 
has been considered and It has been decided that A.U. licences granted for import 
of 'Plate Glass’ under remark (1) against S. No. 244/IV for the current period 
will also be valid for the import of 'Float Glass’. 

3. It has also been decided that the existing remark (1) against S. No. 244/IV 
in Section II of the Red Book for the year April 1963—March 1964 may be 
amended to read as under:— 

“A.U. applications from Mirror manufacturers for Import of plate glass/ 
float glass will be considered by the port licensing authorities in 
consultation with the Directorate General of Technical Development."
